wavea and the extreme advisability 
of those who have ever suffered 
from vertigo or from middle ear 
disease not taking chances in rough 
water beyond their depth. 

Congenitally deaf persons possess 
in most cases the sense of equili- 
brium, because their deafness is not 
cansed by the destruction of the 
tissnes of the middle ear, bnt is 
usually the result of malformation 
of the auditory canal. Those who 
became deaf from sickness, and who 
ate distinguished by the appella- 
tion " semi-mutes," almost without 
exception, are devoid of the sense 
of equilibrium. These latter should 
never dive, as it is always possible 
that there may be some deviation 
from the line of direction contem- 
plated, and the difficulty of finding 
the surface is almost insurmount- 
able. In saefa an emergency swim- 
ming and struggling beneath the 
surface of the water is not advis- 
able. It is better to simply move 
the bands slightly, horizontally with 
palms downward, to and from the 
body, and in a very brief Interval 
the buoyancy of the body will bring 
them to the surface.
